•which may truly bo taid to be dead 
and buried; but rather to point out tho 
f..ct that it i* dead and buiied, never, 
in all probability, to bo resurrected, 
tbat is lo hay, should the affairs of. tho 
new Empire bo manugod With wisdom 
and justice. Probably in no part of 
Britiata 'North America might the in- 
ducements to seekuuiou with ilio Great 
Eepublio be presumed to be more pal- 
pable and felt than in the Northwest 
Turirtory. Y°t we End that in defiance 
of repeated attempts of clever and d»- 
eigning agents of the Republic, the in- 
habitants of that Territory, whether 
whites, hall»breeda or w hole^broeds , re- 
main firm in their allegiauce to tho 
Bri'ish Crown. Nor is it neceesary to 
account lor this steadfastness wholly on 
the ground oi innate attuebmeut to the 
British Grown and institutions. In 
this, af> in most instances, loyalty and 
self-interest po hand in hand.
